The state Bookmobile from th 
regional library center, Greenfield, 
made its scheduled stop at the 
library last week. 

About 150 books were selected 
by the librarian for our adult 
readers and for the children.

Better Homes and Gardens, Flow- 
er arranging for every day and 
special occasions; The Early 
Churchills, an English family, by 
A. L. Rowe; also a biography of 


Winston Churchill by Moorehead, 
called “Winston Churchill in Trial 
and Triumph.” 

To prove that these books are 
really an asset to our library, 38 
of the titles selected went into 
circulation before 6 o'clock Wed- 
nesday. 

A very popular addition to our 
own shelves recently, is ‘Papa's 
Daughter,” by Thyra Bjorn.

During the month of May the| ‘g 


storks return to Denmark (and 
northern Europe) to spend the 
summer and raise their families. 
All Denmark rejoices when these 
large white birds wing their way 
back in graceful undulating flight 
from southeast Africa, where they 
have spent the winter. 

School children watch for the 
stork’s coming with great inter- 
est and enthusiasm. It is a cher- 
ished guest in Denmark—their na- 
tional bird. 

Germany, ‘The Netherlands and 
Denmark protect this conspicu- 
ously beautiful bird of bright red 
legs and bill, so beloved is_ it 
among the peoples there. The 
faithfulness of a pair of storks is 
considered a model of married 
happiness, and the familiar legend 
that storks bring new babies into 
the house arises from its loving 
care of its own young. 

Denmark, about half the size of | 
Maine, principally agricultural, is 
a peaceful little country fpll of 
interest and delight for travelers 
and a place worth visiting. It is 
one of the tidiest countries in Eu- 
rope. Everything is bright and 
shining. The people are friendly 
and gay and the food is wonder- 
ful. 

The second largest island, Fyn, 
is considered the garden spot of 
Denmark. It is the enchanting 
Fairy Tales Land of Hans Chris- 
tian Andersen. The house where 
he was born in the quaint city of 
Odense has now become a mu- 
seum. - 

Our visit, one year, took-us to 
a charming little village on Fyn, 
replete with thatched roofs, well 
kept lands, good roads and good 
schools. There we saw a stork's 
nest on the ridgepole of one of 
these thatched farmhouses. The 
schoolteacher told us this same 
nest had been used year after 
year. Two young birds in the nest 
were trying to flap their wings. 

It is considered an honor, and 
a mark of good fortune, for a 
stork family to nest on your house 
top or chimney stack. Many farm- 
ers fasten a wagon wheel or a 
large shallow box there, or impro- 
vise a platform of sticks, to en- 
courage a visit from the storks. 

Most farms have a pond or two 
on their place, and storks like ‘to 
be near water for the fat frogs 
and small fish they can catch. It 
was fascinating to see the adults

As soon as the 
little ones are strong enough to 
fly, the parents take them to the 
lovely meadows, marshlands and 
ponds to teach them to catch food 
for themselves. They frequently go 
through flying maneuvers also, in 
preparation for the fall migration. 

The route they follow takes 
them southeast over towns of Ger- 
many, the Balkans, Greece, Tur- 
key and Egypt (ornithologists tell 
us storks skirt the Mediterranean, 
do not fly across it). Then south- 
ward to Tanganyika and Mozam- 
bique, where they meet up with 
white storks that go by way of 
France and Spain, over the Strait 
of Gibraltar to Morocco and the 
vast Sahara, On they go to a re- 
gion near the Cape of Good Hope. 

They migrate in pairs or small 
flocks, flying at great heights, 
neck outstretched with their long 
legs trailing behind them. 

Storks must be “linguists extra- 
ordinare” as they fly the Orient 
Express way to spend the winter 
in ‘Africa. Stamp collectors would 


|revel in cancellations from these 


far away places. If we understood 
stork language, we might hear 
them chattering Egyptian, as they 
stop to feed along the Nile, or the 
language of some other stopover 
country along the route. Although 
the birds are voiceless, they make 
a’clapping or clattering noise with 
their bills, often producing a roll 
or trill. 

Formerly common, fewer storks 
return each year to Europe and 
Denmark, and it is thought they 
meet mishaps somewhere along 
the way. From a bird-banding sta- 
tion in south Germany have come 
reports that in Africa, the aborig- 
ines value the aluminum bands as 
amulets and some storks are shot 
for food. 

When time is right to leave 
warm Africa, the great white 
storks once more head 9,000 miles 
for the land of their birth. And 
once more, in the cool northern 
spring, the Danish people rejoice 
in the coming of the storks.
